Third Victory Loan Will 
Be Launched On Monday,

Ottawa— Canada’s third Victory 
Loan will be opened October 19 with 
an objective of $750,000,000, Finance 
Minister Usley announced. 

Bigger Than Last— 

The last Victory Loan, held in Feb- 
ruary, had a $600,000,000 nominal ob- 
jective but was greatly over-subscrib- 
ed. 

In a brief statement released at the 
same time as the minister’s announce- 
ment, G. W. Spinney, chairman of the 
National War Finance Committee 
which organizes loan campaigns, said; 

“The challenge and the opportunity 
presented to the Canadia npeople at 
this time in the form of the third Vic- 
tory loan may well prove to be a mat- 
ter of consequence in the winning of 
the war. 

“Canadian people have responded 
with alacrity in teh past when the 
need was pointed out. 

“That need now is increased to the 
degree that every thought, every ef- 
fort and every penny must be devoted 
to ensuring the success of the forth- 
coming loan.” 

Highest Yet— 

The $750,000,000 objective is the 
highest of any of the five loans since 
the war began. The first was. for 
$2,00,000,000, the second for $300,000,- 
000; the third and fourth— first and 
second Victory Loans — for $600,000,- 
000, All have been considerably over- 
subscribed.

ELEVATORS UNABLE 
TO HANDLE TOUGH 
OR DAMP GRAIN 


ONLY DRY GRAIN ACCEPTED 
AT ELEVATORS

The Hon. D, Bruce MacMillan, Min- 


ister of Agrfculture for Alberta, has 
issued the following statement with 
regard to the harvesting and thresh- 
of the Alberta grain crop. 

“The combining of lodged crops or 
immature crops, is sure to yield tough 
or damp grain. Too early threshing 
will be equally disastrous. Grain 
which is to be stored must be dry be- 
cause of limited storage facilities. 
Tough grain must be moved frequent- 
ly and this cannot be done in over- 
crowded elevators or home granaries. 

“Elevator agents will be compelled 
to refuse storage for tough grain. 
Risks are too great. Heating may take 
place in bins which ma ynot only spoil 
the grain but which may also cause 
fire in the elevator. Grain mites also 
thrive when the moisture content of 
the crop is high. Farm storage of 
tough grain is subject to the same 
risks, 

“Farmers throughout the province 
should avoid threshing or combining 
until grain is dry. The ecdop is safer 
stooked in th field than when stored 
in a tough condition in a bin, 

“The Provincial Department of Ag- 
riculture asks for the co-operation of 
all farmers in connection with the ab- 
over matter,”

They 
have supplied bagpipes for the Royal 
Irish Inniskillings. They make flutes 
for the Grenadier Guards, for the 
young women of the A.T.S., for the 
Army Cadets and the lads of the Air 
Training Corps. 

And their bagpipes are even now 
skirling among the Nazis. They have 
sent 12 sets into the heart of Germany 
—through the Red Cross to prisoners 
of war.

It is not many years since the 
technical agriculturist, often dubbed 
the ‘white-collared farmer,’ was 
regarded with suspicion and was a 
fairly successful competitor with the 
‘green Englishman’ as a target for 
the farmers’? humour, Fortunately 
for farmers, scarcely a trace of that 
attitude remains. When wheat was 
two dollars or more per bushel, 
western farmers conld make money 
without technical advice, Now, how- 
ever, with mixed farming becoming 
more and more prominent, — soils 
becoming eroded and overrun with 
weeds, the technical agriculturist no 


longer has to sell hinoolf to the 
farmer: he is in demand. Al! sorts 
of mysterious plant diseases, hog 


diseases, poultry diseases, livestock 
feeding problems sowing pastures 
and haylields, and countless other 
problems which entail financial loss 
to the farmer i? the most up-to-date 
scientific knowledge is not put to 
work, require the assistance of 
scientific agriculturists. 

The most important link between 
the agricultural research worker and 
the farmer is the Agricultural Repre- 


sentative or District Agriculturist, 
as he is called in Alberta. In Ontario, 
there are now 54 County Agents— 
exactly the same sort of ‘animals’ 
as our ‘Ag, Reps.’ We have a slightly

Variety Test Plots 


It has been our experience that 
when visiting experimental farms, 
farmers and others are always inter- 
ested in variety test plots, and in 
new or unusual crops they have never 
seen before. With this in mind we 
sent seeds of wheat, oats, barley, corn, 
soy beans, grasses, alfalfa, ete., to 
country grain buyers willing to sow 
and weed the plots, Last year these 


plots were very popular. Several 
grain buyers TenortAd that every 
farmer in the district visited the 


plots, and some farmers paid regular 
weekly visits, 

This year we have 311 plots in the 
prairie provinces. About half of them 
include annual crops only, such as: 
wheat, oats, barley, soy beans, corn, 
ete, The remaining plots have, in addi- 
tion, perennial grasses and clovers. 
All include a variety of “hybrid” 
corn for comparison with standard 
varieties, 

A complete list of plots, giving the 
location (town), and elevators in 
charge, has been sent to all grain 
buyers of line elevator companies 
associated with the Agricultural 
Department of The North-West Line 
Elevators Association, 

In order to find out where the 
nearest plot is, therefore, enquire at 
the local line elevator, Schools, Junior 
Clubs and other groups are cordially 
invited to make up parties and visit 
these plots, Insofar as the quantity 
of material permits, grain buyers 
will be glad to supply small bundles 
(when fully ripe) for display in 
schools and elsewhere.

“the young people today haven't got 
the stuff in ‘em they had 30 or 40 
years ago” is generally based ona 
| poor memory of what happened then; 
or a lack of real acquaintance’ with, 
or understanding of our young people 
| today. 
| When parents of young people make 
this statement they never admit that 
| it applies to their own offspring. In 
| reality it is likely to be nothing more 
than an expression of  self-satisfact- 
| ion ministering to a personal egotism 
, Without realizing that the statement 
jis slanderous in its nature. Usually it 
‘is made when people see some minor 
‘folly committed by youth today and 
they have forgotten their own indui- 
gence in similar follies at the same 
age. Or when they are expecting the 

wisdom of sixty at the age of sixteen, 

The Writer has had more than a 

casual experience with young people 
over quite a period of years which 
never permits him to concur in that 
type of fault finding with youth of to- 
day. 


Only last year he was privileged to | 


lecture for two half hour periods each 


week to a class of 24 students in High | 


School. He is not prepared to state 
that they were above the average in 
the spirit of earnest inquiry. 


drawal trom these two last half-hour 


periods of the day, but none of them | 


did! He is inclined to think that 25 or 
30 years ago many High School Stud- 


ents would have yielded to the tempt- | 


ation of an idle half hour, 


What he did find was a group. of 
young people possessing more _  free- 
dom of action and choice and who 


were equal to the greater responsibil- 
ity that this placed upon them. These 
lectures dealt with “Christian Sociol- 
ogy” and the “Christian View of Social 
Economy.” For young people of that 
age they were astonishingly ready 
and earnest in facing the facts of pre- 
sent day life. But they were also _ be- 
wildered by the catastrophic upheaval 
that is going on in the world around 
them and the conditions that have 
prevailed during the past twenty-five 
years. They were seeking more know- 
ledge as to the causes of and guidance 
how to meet the problems. They ask- 
ed many searching questions and their 
desire to grasp the problem astound- 
ed and pleased me, 

As young people they were excep- 
tionally desirous to use the opportun- 
ity both wisely and well. So much so 
that their attitude of earnest expect- 
ation always constituted a challenge 
to me in clarity of thought. On sever- 
al occasions some of them discussed 
points f special interest with me out- 
side of the class room. In every way 
they proved themselves more serious: 
minded in the study of these  prob- 
lems than I could have expected. And 
they could have had a half an hour 
of idleness which they rejected for 
that! 

They were most ready to avail 
themselves of every opportunity to 
benefit by the experience of any of 
their elders who were interested en- 
ough in them to seek to help them and 
who had no particular “ism” to pro-

What an opport- 
unity we older ones have today to 
give to our young people something 
that will help them to meet those ter- 
rible challenges of life after the war 
with insight, daring courageousness 
and determination! 

Why do we not show more anxiety 
to help them meet these problems of 
life as true followers of Jesus, the 
Great Master of Life, and as children 
ot God? Of course the parents should 
be most concerned in these matters, 
but sadly enough such is not always 
the case. But blessed, indeed, are 
those young people who can and do 
enjoy an intimate spiritual fellowship 
with parents in their homes, Church 
and Sunday School. They have a her- 
itage o fthe finest gems that this life 
has to offer, 

Perhaps we shall be permitted to 
discuss the difficulties of the Church 
in the spiritual training of Youth 
next week.
